A strong 
afternoon breeze pushed flames 
across to the north side of the 
street into dry, thick brush, ac- 
cording to Howard Paulin, chief 
The 
fire was first reported at 2° p.m. 
yesterday.

The easterly boundary of the 
burner-over area is Banyan street 
some two miles 
from where the first flames were 
detected.

Use of heavy bulldozers was the 
principal factor in bringing the 
blaze under control, although ef- 
forts of 79 men from four depart- 
ments aided in actually putting 
out the fire.

The Fallacy of Unconditional Surrender 
By W..W. MATHER 


Twice in 30 years the United 
States government has _ injected 
into international relationships 
new concepts which have led to 
trouble and confusion. 

The first occasion was in 1913 
when President Wilson refused to 
recognize the hew Huerta govern- 
ment of Mexico because it was es- 
tablished by “violence and mur- 
der.” President Wilson stated 
that recognition by our govern- 
ment depended upon » change in 
government made by “the orderly 
processes of just government hbas- 
ed upon law, not upon arbitrary 
or: irregular force.” This “new 
principle of recognition,” as it was 
called by one authority in inter- 
national law, was extended to Rus- 
sia by President Wilson and his 
three Republican successors. 

In spite of Secretary Hughes’ 
statement that “the fundamental 
question in the recognition of a 
government is whether it shows 
ability and a disposition to dis- 
charge international obligations,” 
this policy, coupled with the mor- 
alizing and preachments directed 
at foreign governments, earned for

UPLAND GETS $17,000 

Mr. Price said the bill is compli- 
cated and exact benefits to ‘the 
various school districts are not yet 
known. 

However, Upland Elementary 
school district will receive approx- 
imately $17,000 to $18,000 more 
next year than 1944-45 state pay- 
ments, Harold W. Cook, superin- 
tendent of schools, estimated.

déserved downfall 1s due to the 
use of this policy, How many 
fnore American liyes it cost in| 
Italy can never be measured, That 
it was not a workable concept | 
against a government like that of 
Italy which was regularly enjoy- 
ing sovereign power, is shown by 
the armistice made with the Ital- 
jan king yet on the throne, an 
armistice whose terms are still 
secret. 

Similarly, it is not a valid policy 
toward Japan. To ask a sovereign 
government to surrender uncon- 
ditional'y is to ask it to commit 
political suicide, to renounce that 
which the rulers are Sworn to up- 
hold; the sovereignty of the state. 

The Japanese rulers know what 
to expect in crushing defeat—the 
loss of their stolen empire, the 
ability to make war, for a time at 
least, the policing cf their home 
islands, economic restrictions, and 
the punishment of war criminals. 
What is gained by refusing to an- 
nounce such terms in a “take-it 
Or leave it” ultimatum? Nothing. 

Inless Japan surrenders in a} 
few weeks the war is likely to 
continue to a slow, bitter disinte- 
gration of Japanese power in the 
home islands and on the continent, 
Such a prclonged war ‘will cost’ 
thousands of additional American 
casualties. If the richly deserved 
and severe terms of crushing de- | 
feat are accepted by Japanese | 
rulers, the rulers constitute a re- | 
sponsible body of men, clothed! 
with the symbols of authority and | 
sovereignty, and at hand to assist | 
in the thousand and one things 
that immediately follow the stop- 
ping of the shooting -the humani- | 
tarian aid to civilians, the func- } 
tions of civil government which | 
are just as necessary as the mili- 





tary control of victorious armed 
forces. 

If, however, we persist with this 
slogan of ‘unconditional surren- 
der,” not only will thousands of 
American lives be sacrificed, but 
the,same kin#l_of 9, political vacu- 
um. wil.aopear that is now -mani- 
fest in Germany. 

President Truman did not invent 
this slogan, and he can _ without 
‘Joss of face’ substitute for it the 
realisti¢ policy of dealing ‘with es- 
tablished governments in accord- 
ance with the age-old principles 
of international law. This on his 
part would be an act of high 
statesmanship.

California 1944 
Farm Income 
Sets New Record 


Califcrnia’s farms and ranches 
in 1944 returned the largest cash 
income for any state in any year 
in history, the state department of 
agricutlure has reported. 

During 1944, cash receipts from 
farm marketings in Californie 
amounted to $1,701,.141,000. 

The figure, excluding govern- 
ment payments, was 148 per cent 
above the pre-war average, 1937 
to 1941. 

On the other hand, farm oper- 
ation and production costs in- 
creased, buildings, machinery and 
equipment were not replaced, and 
net farm income did not increase 
proportionately with cress income.
